The most relevant prior art appears to be document DE 21 12425. This document 
discloses a sealing gasket with magnetic closure comprising the features of the 
first part of claim 1 . 

The features of the characterizing portion of claim 1 , defining that "each of said 
magnetised longitudinal bands comprises at least a pair of segments substantially 
of equal or similar lengths, said pair of segments presenting magnetic charges of 
homogeneous polarity in each segment and of opposite polarity with respect to 
that of the other segment, each said segment of each longitudinal band being 
laterally flanked and being longitudinally adjacent to segment of opposite polarity", 
are not disclosed in DE 2112425. Such an arrangement can also not be found in 
document US 5816080, cited as X-document in the search report, nor in the other 
available prior art documents. It is also credible that such an arrangement 
provides a simpler manufacturing and mounting of the gaskets compared to the 
ones suggested in the prior art. 

Since the industrial applicability is obvious, the subject-matter of claim 1 would 
therefore appear to meet the criteria set forth in Article 33(2), (3) and (4) PCT. 


2. Claim 10 

Claim 10 defines basically the features of claim 1 in terms of method steps. 
Therefore, above criteria apply also for the independent method claim 10. 

The method according to claim 10 is thus also new and inventive and claim 
satisfies the criteria set forth in Article 33(2), (3) and (4) PCT.

INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 


The applicant has, after having received the international search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
intern ationaJ application. It should however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international application (claims, 
description and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 1 9 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before international pbulication. 
Furthermore, rt should be emphasized that provisional protection is available in some States only. 


What parts of the International application may be amended? 

Under Article 1 9, only the claims may be amended. 

During the international phase, the claims may also be amended (or further amended) under Article 34 before 
the International Preliminary Examining Authority. The description and drawings may only be amended under 
Article 34 before the International Examining Authority. 

Upon entry into the national phase, all parts of the international application may be amended under Article 28 
or, where applicable, Article 41 .

date, whichever time limit expires later. It should be noted, however, that the amendments will be considered 
as having been received on time if they are received by the International Bureau after the expiration of the
